BTATE CONVENTIOR.

Cuarvestox, March 26, 1861—Tha
Convention of the People of South Caro—
lina reassembled in pursuance of the call
of its President, Hon. 1. F. Jamison, at 12
o'clock m. to-day, at St. Audrew’s 1lall.
The President, ou resuming the chair, de—
livered the following brief address ;

GENTLEMEN : Acting under a resolution
of the Convention, which authorized your
presiding officer to reasremble this body at
such time a&nd place 38 hp might thiok
proper, I have fixed upon this place, whence
you adjourned, nnd the earliest practicible
moment for your meeting. The chief ob—
ject of calling you together at this time is
to consider the Constitution of the Con—
federate States of America, which has been
adopted and submitted 1o us by the Con -
gress of Montgomery, and such other ques.
tions as the exigencies of our situation may
require. I deem it also proper at this time
to state to the Convention that, under an—
other resolution, authorizing (he presiding
officer to appoint the cﬂicus of this body,
I have appointed Mr. Davis as \ILssenger
and Mr. Schoubo ss Doorkeeper of the
Convention, The Convention will now
be opened with prayer by the Liev. Mr,
Landrum.

After prayer and the reading of the min-
utes :

The President then laid before the Con—
vention n communication from Hon. o=
well Cobb, President of the Congress of
the Confedernte States, enclosing a certified
copy of the Constitution of the Confede—
rate States of America. The communica-
tion is dated at Montgomery, March 12
Mr. Cubb says he trapsmits a certified eopy
of the Cﬂnhlllullnﬂ to be placed before the

- Convention fur approval and ratification.
Tt would bp seen that Congress had con—
formed to the general wish of the people of
the Confederate States, in adopting a Con-
atitution the general principles of which
are similur to those of the Constitution of
the United States, The departures from
the provisions of that instrument were sug-
gested by the experience of the past, and
waore intended to guard against evis whigh
led toa dissolytion of the late Union.
This Coostitution wns now submitted with
confidence to the several State Conventions
for their nclion,

On motion c¢f Mr. Rhett, the cemmuni-
eation of Mr. Cobb was ordered to be spread
on the joyroal, and the communication and
the Constitytion were ordered to be printed
for the use of the Convention, Five bun-
dred copies were ordered.

dent therein, are hereby declared to be and
to continue citizens of said State till they
shall have renounced their allegiance {here-
to.

On motion of Mr.8imors, the ordinance
was referred to the Committee on the Con-
stitution.

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T THE JEWISH PASSOVER:

The Christian public will doubtless no-
tice that the Jews have commenced tlro ob-.
servance of one of their mosy interesting
and venerated religious rites. As every
event or incideot connected with the history
aud religion of the Jews is, more or less, o
matter of concern to intellizent and tole—
| rant minds, we take oceasion to refer to Llie

thes people.

The Jewish TPassover commenced last
i night, the 25th inst. At noon on yester—
| day all leavened food was removed from
the houses of Tsraelites, and the use of such
food, for the succeeding eight days, is strict-
Iy prohibited. The Passover commemo-
rates the exodus of the Jewish nation from
I the land of Igypt and its deliverance from
!a bondage of exceeding four hundred
| yenrs.

e head of each family conducts the
prayers and ceremonies of the first iwo.
nights, (one only, we believe, is celebrated
by the T’otuguese Jews,) which are highly
interesting, and consists of prayers, chaunts
and a full narration of the bondage of their
forefatbiers, their deliverance ang cxoa]us
from Egypt.
| Upon the tablo (which is spread with
great luxury)-is placed a roasted blade bore
of a lamb, to represent the Paschal Lamb,
a dish of bitter herbs, and a thick paste
made of almonds and figs—the former to
remind them of the bitter sufferings, and
the latter, the straw and mortar which their
ancestors used in making bricks for ther ex-
acling task masters.

The unleavened bread is to commemo-

rate the hasty exodus of their forefathers,
agreeably to the twelfih chapter and thirty
niuth verse of Exodus; ‘And they baked
unleavened cakes of the dough which they
brought forth out of Egypt, for it ras not
leavened ; because they were thrust out of
Egypt, and could not tarry, neither Lind they
prepared for themselves any victuals.’
The Passover is observed by all Israel-
ites wheresoever they may be. It matters
oot how all other festivals or fusts (with
the exception of the Day of Atonement)
may be indifferently kept, or wholly neg—
lected, this holidny does not pass unobser-
ved, or uncommemorated. It is ono of the
strongest and most enduring landmarks in
the religious observanzes of that people,and
a lisk which binds the most indifferent to
those great events which they regard as
having the impress of their Creator.

It not only calls up the shadows of con-
turies to that remote period when “there

‘i arose a new King over Egypt that knew

not Joseph,’ but each ceremony, every pra-
yer, calls forth incidents which molsten the
shrivelled cheek and thrills the aged heart,
seared Ly time, by change, and by sorrow ;
the mystic shadows of childhopd hover
around the aged head of the household,
self-same prayers, chavnts and ceremonies
over which his father had presided maoy
years since—sthe self-same lessons which
his father had taught him, as a child, on
this anniversary—have devolved on him;
and he with trembling voice and molstened
eye-inculcates to his child or Chlldren, to
be by them, in years to come, given as an
heirloom to their progeny.

Buch are the feelings which every Jewish
fathér possesses whan celebrating the Pass-
over. Hence its importance to, and the
enduring impression it makes on, the heart
of the young.

We bare thus briefly referred to the ob—
servances of the Jewish Passover, in order
to inform those who are not aware of the
origin of those ceremonies, as well as to re-
cord recurring and passing events and their
attending incidents.—Auvgusta Constitu-
